Students arrested for criminal mischief

Two LSUS students and a 
Tech-Barksdale student were 
arrested Monday for throwing 
water balloons and a bullet at 
man passing out anti-David 
Duke literature on Kings 
Highway. They are charged 
with the misdemeanor of crimi¬ 
nal mischief — a charge that 
carries a maximum six-month 
jail sentence. 


LSUS students are biology 
freshman Dean Norwood, 20, of 
6650 Gilbert St. and history 
freshman Jeffrey W. Lynn, 20, 
of 3730 Fairfield Ave, The Tech 
student is biology junior 
Stafford R. Long, 21, of 3730 
Fairfield Ave. 

“We didn’t care about 
(Robert McLane) protesting 
Duke,” Norwood said. “We 
were just trying to get a rise out 
of him. We drove by and yelled 
‘David Duke.’ Then he was 


crude, yelling things like ‘Zieg 
Hiel* and making all kinds of 
obscene gestures. 

"We went back to the apart¬ 
ment, got some water balloons, 
and then drove back and forth... 
uh... four times throwing the 
balloons. He insulted us... egged 
us on. He was patting his butt 
and saying you can’t hit me. We 
tried to hit him but we never 
did. He was making like it was 
a game. We didn’t think it both¬ 
ered him.” 


Shreveport policeman Cpl. 
D.L. Johnson arrested the stu¬ 
dents. A ,44-magnum Rugcr 
pistol, Springfield 30-alt-6 rifle, 
Winchester .357 rifle and Smith 
& Wesson .22 pistol, were 
found in the student’s Jeep. 

“We had been out practice 
shooting,” Norwood said. 

Kappa Sigma Vice President 
Chris Chandler said, “Target 
shooting is just a habit with 
those guys. The {Shreveport 
Journal ) exaggerated, made it 


sound like (the students) were 
going to shoot somebody.” 

Norwood claims a bullet was 
never thrown at McLane. 
“There was ammunition on the 
floor. A bullet must have got 
kicked out. When the police 
searched the area they found the 
bullet and figured we must have 
thrown it” 

The students were read their 
Miranda rights, handcuffed and 
held downtown for two-and-a-

Lisa Bosley, public relations senior, 
arrived on campus about a half hour early 
for the 6 p.m. Phi Mu meeting. After park¬ 
ing her 1982 280ZX in the BE Building 
parking lot, she hurried over to the UC to 
chat with friends before the meeting. 

Shortly after Bosley went inside, Jackie 
Day, public relations junior, pulled into the 
parking lot. Standing beside her car. Day 
critically examined the dress she’d just 
picked up from the cleaners, Darn, they'd 
forgotten the belt! 

Suddenly, a loud popping noise shattered 
the quiet of the nearly-deserted parking lot. 

Looking around, Day noticed Bosley’s 
car and the dark grey Honda Accord next to 
iL She mistakenly thought that the Honda 
belonged to another of her sorority sisters. 
Since nothing seemed amiss, Day locked 
her car and began walking toward the UC; 
she still had 15 minutes to spare. 

As she approached Bosley's car, Day 
became aware of exactly what the popping 
noise had been — shattered glass covered 
the parking space next to the 280ZX! Inside 
the Honda sat a young, black man and 
inside Bosley's car another black man strug¬ 
gled with the T-tops from the Datsun, 


Instinctively, Day shouted at the men, 
“Hey, what are you doing?” 

Surprised by the intrusion, the men sped 
away as the shocked Day frantically scrib¬ 
bled down the license number of the fleeing 
car. As luck would have it, the campus 
patrol unit was just pulling into its familiar 
parking space near the UC. Day hurried 
toward Officer Charles White. 

The suspects’ car was already speeding 
down Hart's Island Road as she related the 
tale to the officer. 

“Not again!" Bosley thought when 
informed of the incident a few minutes later. 
“I was shocked. 1 really didn’t think it 
would happen again.” 

Bosley was one of several 280ZX own¬ 
ers on campus who had their T-tops stolen 
last April, All thefts occurred in broad day¬ 
light at the University. 

'They got one in each parking lot on the 
same day,” said Sgt. Claude Overlease of 
the campus police. “And nobody saw any¬ 
thing. This is the first time we’ve even got¬ 
ten a report (from a witness).” 

Several of the 280ZX owners such as 
Bosley have been hit more than once by the 
thieves. According to Overlease, the thieves 
are professional and have limited their thefis 
to certain types of vehicles — 28QZXs. 

"They’ve got these T-tops down to years 
— like ‘80 to ‘84. They won’t mess with a 
new one,” Overlease said. 

In order to catch the thieves, you almost 
have to be right there when it happens like

Chancellor search underway

While writing want ads may 
not be normal behavior for fac¬ 
ulty members, at least one pro¬ 
fessor has become acquainted 
with the craft. 

Dr. Jimmie Smith, associate 
professor of psychology and 
chairman of the search commit¬ 
tee seeking Bogue’s replace¬ 
ment, has written an advertise¬ 
ment announcing LSUS’ need 
for a new chancellor. The ad 
will be placed in the Chronicle 
of Higher Education, a publica¬ 
tion geared towards educators. 

Smith expects the ad will 
generate a lot of interest in the 
position. "We know from past 
campus searches that it is not 
uncommon to have a lot of 
applicants.” 

LSU System President Dr. 
Allen Copping estimated the 
number of applicants to reach 
approximately “150 to 160.” 

The add will run for about 


three weeks, after which Smith 
and the other members of the 
search committee will begin 
reviewing the applications and 
conducting intraviews. 

"Dr. Copping won’t really be 
involved with the search until 
we cut down the list some,” 
Smith said. The committee will 
recommend three applicants to 
Copping hopefully by Sept 1. 

Both Smith and Copping 
agree that the next chancellor 
will have to possess certain 
qualities in order to properly 
guide the campus. 

“We are looking for someone 
who has administrative experi¬ 
ence, as well as charisma and 
creativity,” Copping said, 
adding, “They should be com¬ 
mitted to serving at LSUS.” 

Although the candidates’ 
names will be on file in the 
Administration Building, 
Copping asked that the media 
not publish them “on a weekly 
basis’’ because “It may limit the 
pool Of applicants.”

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How LSUS can help 
protect environment

Surely at this time only a 
few readers are unaware of the 
occasion of April 22, Earth 
Day, and its significance. 
Rather than reiterate, I have 
some specific suggestions on 
how we at LSUS can show 
more respect for our Mother, 
the Earth. 

Suggestion No. 1: Reduce 
paper usage and spare 17 
trees/ton of paper. Those living 
trees remove carbon dioxide, 
one of the major greenhouse 
effect gases. Atmospheric CO2 
is on the increase, probably 
wanning the Earth and leading 
to major climate changes. 
Processing trees into paper also 
produces significant air and 
water pollution and consider¬ 
able energy consumption. Other 
than knowledge imparted 
(hopefully), paper is the largest 
export from LSUS. Unfor¬ 
tunately, most of it is consid¬ 
ered trash, which cynics may 
interpret in several ways. 

Here is how LSUS students, 
faculty, and staff can help: Use 
both sides of your paper. You 
say its harder to read on both 
sides? Surely you purveyors 
don’t believe we are reading 
much of it now, exams perhaps 
excepted. Special note to 
Administration - save your 
memos until they fill two pages, 
front and back. However, this is 
not an endorsement to “stretch" 
your memos to fill space. 

Paper unused on back could 
be saved and the reverse used 
for less appearance -demanding 
needs. This paper could also be 


bound into scratch note pads, 
perhaps by the LSUS 
Bookstore. 

Separate the highest quality 
paper such as computer paper 
and white bond for recycling. 
Containers placed at various 
campus locations and offices 
could serve as collection points. 
The paper could be sold to 
recyclers, or if our bureaucracy 
discourages such income, it 
could be handled by campus 
clubs, or individuals could 
donate it to the monthly North 
Louisiana Recycling collection 
on second Saturdays, 9 a.m. to 
2 p.m., at the Commercial 
National Bank at Youree and 
Albany Avenue. 

Newspapers should be read 
and shared with others, then 
collected and taken to recycling 
Saturday. 

Almagest- can we reduce the 
press run by more efficiency in 
reading and sharing? 

Re-use envelopes. Mark out 
old addresses or place labels 
over old. Next step, turn over 
and use reverse side. Is this dis¬ 
turbing? Perhaps it reminds you 
of the habits of your eccentric 
granny? Relax - it’s becoming 
fashionable. Note to LSUS 
offices - why use those one¬ 
way envelopes? Use Campus 
Mail multi-use envelopes, or no 
envelope. Purchasing, could 
Campus Mail envelopes be 
obtained, printed for both sides 
use, and without holes? 

Buy recycled paper. In one 
of Us better moves, the 
Louisiana Legislature has taken 
steps to require a certain per¬ 
centage of recycled paper use 
by stale agencies. 


Suggestion No. 2: 
Drastically reduce the con¬ 
sumption of disposable plastics. 
Paper items are much kinder to 
Mother Earth than disposable 
plastics. 

Implementations: 

Declare LSUS a Styrofoam- 
free zone. The production and 
use of Styrofoam products con¬ 
sumes petroleum and almost 
always releases chlorofluoro- 
caibons (efe’s) that are damag¬ 
ing Mother Earth’s protective 
ozone shield. Campus Food 
Service could switch to non- 
Styrofoam drink food contain¬ 
ers, preferably reusable items, 
or disposable paper. 

Faculty and staff could bring 
their own reusable cups to their 
offices and lounges. Concerned 
about hygiene? Ask Steve 
Lynch for his method. And he 
still lives. 

When there is an absolute 
need for disposable foods items, 
rediscover paper. 

Suggestion No. 3: Revise 
your food consumption. A 
tremendous insult to Mother 
Earth occurs with our present 
diet 

Reduce beef consumption, 
and buy American. Help save 
the Amazonian Rainforest from 
becoming a North American 
beef pasture. Eat lower an the 
foodchain. Replace some or all 
of your meat with plant sources. 
Numerically, many more people 
can eat, and better, with plant 
protein than at present with 
inefficient and polluting meat. 

Read the labels on food; eat 
nothing you don’t understand. 
This will reduce food produc-

Prices range from about 
$3.00 to $8.00 on items such as 
po-boys, shrimp, oyster or cat¬ 
fish dinners, the Louisiana 
cheesburger and the seafood 
platter. I tried the all-you-can- 
eat catfish. For $6.99 you can 
gel all the catfish you care to 
eat, curly-Q fries, cole slaw, 
hush puppies and tomato relish 
with onions. If you are really 
hungry and like good catfish, 
this is your best bet. 

For a little taste of every¬ 
thing, Acadiana has the “Ragin’
